1.  Admission  tickets  to  any  Course  will  be  mailed  (one 
to  each  applicant,  in  the  order  of  application,  until  the  supply 
is  exhausted),  to  all  persons  whose  letters  of  application, 
accompanied  by  stamped,  addressed  envelopes,  are  received 
at  least  two  days  before  the  beginning  of  the  Course  by  the 
CURATOR  OF  THE  LOWELL  INSTITUTE,  BOSTON 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY,   COPLEY   SQUARE,   BOSTON. 

2.  PERSONS  WITHOUT  TICKETS  OF  ANY 
KIND  may  usually  obtain  admission  to  the  Hall  for  any 
lecture  by  standing  in  line  in  the  vestibule  at  the  foot  of  the 
stairs.  Such  persons  need  not  arrive  until  a  few  minutes 
before  the  lecture  begins.
